According to an announcement by 
H. H. Unman, general fuel agent for 
the C.P.R, in western Canada, the 
company^ acted to... avert the coal 
shortage with permission of the 
government, importing the coal from 


the United States on the assumption 
that coal fields in Alberta and British 
Columbia would not be able to supply 
the increased demands of transpor¬ 
tation, industry and the general 
public. Of the total imported 
1,050,000 tons were for the C.P.R.’* 
own use and..175,000 tons for other 
users. 

Based on the number of pounds of 
coal required to haul 1,000 tons of 
freight one mile the C.P.R.’s share of 
the coal represented a total . of 
14,985,714,000 gross ton miles of 
passenger and freight movement, or 
about one-third of the gross ton miles 
operated on western lines for 1943.
